add to your hamtoolbox. 


Tris rronth we're going to explore several of the measurerrerts that the 
MF -259 can make pertaining to 50-ohmcoaxial cable; Coax loss 
cated in tens of dB, distance to faut, and percentage of transvitted 


power. 


To rreasre the actual (as opposed to “advertised”) loss ina particular 
sedion of 50-ohmcoaxial cable, simply connect the cable to the SO-239 
comector onthe analyzer unit. Make sure that the other end of the 
cable is not comected to any type of equprrert Tum the analyzer on, 
and after the self-test has completed, press the rrode switch once. The 
display shoud rorrertarily read “Coax Loss’ and then display the 
operating frequency. Select the frequency range on the frort panel 
selector where you will be using this cable, and then use the tuning 
frequency knob to zero in on the exact operating frequency that you 
wish to analyze. This frequency will be disolayed on the top line of the 
LCD display, and directly below this will be the Coax Loss in dB for that 
operating frequency. Don't be terribly surprised to find that there isa 
difference between the loss figure that the manufadurer gives, and the 
actual reading that you observe, as quite a number of factors can affect 
the adial perforrrance of a particuar piece of coax cable. If the 
difference is sgnificart however, say rrore than about 10-15 percert or

Comnect the cable to the aralyzer as we did in the last exanple, and 


tun the analyzer on. Press the “rrode” and “gate” buttons 


gnutaneougy, and the word “Advanced” will appear briefly inthe LCD 
display. Press the “rrode” button twice until the “Distance to faut in 
feet” rressage briefly appears in the digolay. Select a frequency where 
the impedance reads as dose to zero as possible, ard the reactance 
reads zero. Press the “gate” button and the blinking “1:” display will 
becorres “2”, and once again dip the inpedance rreter and adjust for 
the lowest possible reactance is found. Press the “gate” button again, 
and the display will indicate the distance to the faut in feet Let’s say the 
reading given here is 38 feet Remember: The rreter is “dumb” and has 


no idea wrat kind of cable is attached to it. This reading is the 


Electrical length to the faut, not the Physical length To find the Physical 
length to the faut we need to know the cables rated veloaty factor, 
found inthe manfacturer’s specfications.

analyzer. Press the “rrode” and “gate” buttons snutaneoudy to 

i get into the advanced rreny, and then press 
the “rode” button four tires. The display 
shoud flash “% Transnitted Power” briefly. 
Select the operating range and then dial in 
the desired frequency. The display will then 
disolay SWR in tems of the percertage of 
power that actually reaches the artenna. 
Important! Keep in mind, that this isthe 
electrical figure that the transritter “sees” at 
that frequency. This does not indicate what is 
adually radiated fromthe artenna sytem In 
other words, if you have a tuner in the line between your rig ard 
arterma, the rig may be happily pushing its full rated 100 watts 
up the coax, because the tuner “fools” the rig irto seeing a perfect 
1.1:1 SWR J ust because your turer will “load up” your 10-reter 
dipole on 160 rreters doesnt rrean it is actually going to radiate 
anything there! The tuner’s job is to keep the high-SWR fold back 
Grauitry in your rig fromooning into play, and cutting the rig’s 
output down to zilch In this case, feeding a horrible arterna 
systemwith 100 watts may radiate a watt or two, but if the rig 
only radiates a watt or two to begin with only a small fraction of 
that flea power will be radiated. Think about it! 


The inportart thing to rerrerber here is that the artermna aralyzer 
only “sees’ what your rig is seeing onthe end of the coax when 
used inthis rode. Itissimply another way of expressing SWR 

To know where your artenna systemadtually performs at its best, 
you must take the tirre to use the arterna analyzer in its prirrary 
rode, find the resonart frequency for each of the bands the 
artenra is dedgned to operate in, and adjust as needed for 
maxirnumeffidency. (Rerrerber the 2:1 bandwidth | rrertioned 
last rronth?)
